^Yilhln a few ndiuiU\'i of leaving Tan- 
gier every tr-ice of eivillzatloii, even of tlio 
Tangier kiml, disappeared, and from the 
lirst day to the last, with llie cxcepUou of 
tho lilthy city of AI C'az.ar, built for tho 
most part by Christian slaves, the same 
description might lu geuoral terms apply.

Every now and then wo 
met droves of laden tiimels hound for 
Tangier, or trains of donkuya laden with 
reed crates of lien.i destlneii for tlie .sanio 
markets. At places tie; fowls would )>o 
allowed freedom to fue<l, h-h if they b*id 
been a lierd of cattle, and then, after they 
had picked up sulllelnnt prasshopper.s to 
satisfy their hunger, thoy would b'j 
Hocund, and tho caravan eontinuo its 
route. 

Tlio country Is scareely cultlvato<L Cap- 
able of snii]iortliig ndllloiis. a patch horo 
ami tlierc i.-i abnu't nil liial the people find 
it necessary to till by tlicli nidi- iUipllaiu-tw, 
though, after leaving out of arcoant tho 
Htony hilltops aud ouier pliices fit only for 
grazing, tho amount of good clay land 
and flat river bottoms, and black vopetti- 
blo mold, eapable of growing wlioat 
enough tosupi)lyall r.\irope, is enormou.i. 
Witli one excepiloM the peoi^lo were roa- 
souuhlv friendly, thotighii watch was kept 
all night in ca.se iliey should bo tempted 
to "re'iuisltioii " o\ir liorse.s After our dit> 
nor, generally taken in the presence of 
a crowd of brown folk, wrapptid up lu 
their white " Jcllabas. " or robes, wo " turned 
In" and slnpt (us wtill as we could, desolto 
the barking of dogs, iho braying of tlon- 
keys, the neighing of llic stallions which 
wo rode, and tho weird cries ol our niulo- 
eteers and soldiers as they prayed toward 
Mcccx 

At other places tho sheik would arrive 
almost as soon aa wo were In camp with 
abundivncnof barley/butter, milk, lionoy 
"kous-kous" fowls, eggs, anil caltcfl, and 
with a dl''nlty beenm'fng nn Arob geutlo- 
inau, refuse to ueenpt anything In tho 
shape of payinen".. excipt a cup of Icn In 
our tont door, though all tlio time hy WM 
wincing at the inlllcilon of drinking wliat 
was not brewed according lo tho 
recognized Moorish standard of that 
beverage. Al other spots v;hero wo 
halted tho heail mnn would tx) up li.> 
nhako hands and wisli us ponco, or to 
bring some formal present of food and 
bog that when wo returnetl wo would 
make it convenient to stay longer than wo 
had done. 

Five days wiva the time nx;koncdon for 
making tho journey, hux it vx'aa not until 
tho morning of tho eii^hth that tho stream 
of people whom we met noon after fording 
tlio S'ooo river, tlio ollvo groves and vino- 
yards, tho fig and orange orchards, the 
veiled liulics, and the soldiers on tk.'ry 
steeds, warned us that wo were approaoh- 
Ing Horne great city. There were, how- 
ever, still luterininablo hllla to be climbe<l 
and descended before from an endnonw, 
there blir.-it before uh on a plain ninnlng 
eiisl and west, and (except al ono side) 
surrounded by mouiitjiius, tho undent, 
holy, and ImperliU clly of Fci.
